On KISS 100 FM you have MAX and DAVE of London's famous DJ Crew THE HARDROCK SOUL 
MOVEMENT blasting it out every Saturday night. Also on KISS the man like DJ RICHIE'RICH tears 
shit up every week. 

For those poor unfortunate Hip Hop fanatics who live'outside the capital there are an endless 
supply of pirate stations up and down the country playing anything from Rap to House, Bhangra 
to Ragga and Hardcore Techno to Reggae. The choice of music is endless but also the length of 
time a pirate can broadcast can be anything from six weeks to six months before being busted 
by the Department of Trade and Industry (DTI).

SON OF NOISE have their LP "THE MIGHTY SON OF NOISE" released on the KOLD SWEAT record 
label. Again some good cuts on this one especially 'Techniques, Styles and Skills’ which goes 
down well after a good smoke. 

KOLD SWEAT are once again releasing some good shit on their label and are giving up and coming
